How this Spirit was raiſed and propagated in England, every Paper from the Evening Poſt to the Che/ter Courant 
will inform us: It is true, the unproſperous Events of War, during the laſt Summer, gave Occaſion for Diſcon- 
tent, and for thoſe Clamours to which free States are and ever muſt be ſubject: But theſe were increaſed and fo- 
mented to a Fury that made a temporary Change of Miniſters, prudent, tho' much to be regretted, The beſt Mi- 
niſters cannot always be fure of the Virtue of thoſe whom they employ : Demands of Juſtice on the Offenders 
were made and complied with: And here, Sir, I may with great Propriety aſk, Who was ſo active, who ſo haſty

Dunixc the tumultuary State of Things, you laid down the Rod of Employment, and returned to thoſe domeſtic 
Enjoyments which good Minds receive from parental Tenderneſs, from candid Friendſhip and ſocial Communication: 3 
But what was the unhappy Conſequence? A new Miniſtty ſucceeded, wild with new Schemes, with Projects not oY 
dreamed of theſe forty Years z Projects that might hope for Succeſs in rude unpoliſhed Countries, but as unfit for the 
Meridian of theſe Iſlands, as Slavery is for the barren Rocks of Switzerland. They introduced their Dreams even 
into Parliament; while you endeavoured to awaken them in vain: They treated a crazy, as if it had been a ſound 
Conſtitution, and inſtead of Lenitives were ever applying or —— apply oor lab They affected to be 
ſingular and perſevered in diſturbing that happy Tranquility and careleſs Eaſe in which the Kingdom had ſlumber'd du- 
ring the glorious Adminiſtrations of your Predeceſſors and You: During theſe Extravagancies, with what Pains, 
with what Earneftneſs did you recommend even their Schemes for raiſing the public Supplies? How fervent were 
— Solicitations to G---d---n and Y--1--4, the great Pirectors of Britiſh Funds? Yet all was ineffectual, for the 

hemes were weakly projected. They brought their K---- almoſt to the Danger of Want; ſent his Son, that Glory 

of the World, to fight for the Continent of Germany, without Engliſh Attendants or Engliſh Money; and yet thus 

\ umpolitic, thus unſucceſsful, they pretended Affection to their Prince, affected a determined Reſolution to enquire 

thoroughly into the Grounds of their Country's Misfortunes, and dared even to glance with Scorn upon Thoſe, 

. who are now by this Enquiry found Upright and Wiſe, and whoſe only Crime is that they were in one Cir- 
cumſtance unfortunate ; for, your Voice, Sir, and the Voice of your Friends have acquitted them. 
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Ir could hot, Sir, appear ſtrange to wiſe Men that theſe Foung Adventurers were unſuccelsful ; it could not 
ſeem unjuſt that they ſhould be diſmiſſed to make Room for abler Stateſmen, for Men knowing in the Arts of 
Government, and reconciled to the Diſtempers of the State. Yet they are no ſooner diſmiſſed, than a Spirit of 
Enthufiaſm, the wild Conſequerſce of extraordinaty Meafures, ' ſeizes the Multitude, who are too prone to approve 
what is new, be it never ſo abſurd. The People are fed with Conceits, that theſe young Politicians had planned 
Schemes of Q conomy, of Reformation, of Britiſb Strength and Greatneſs ; Fancies which during the ſoft Repoſe 
of the preceding Adminiſtrations, had never once miſguided their Reaſon; and drunk with their own Imaginations, 
they ſet up theſe unſucceſsful Men, whom you had ſo warmly, tho' vainly endeayoured to direct, as Idols worthy of 
Admiration: Even the great City of London grows wanton, and in a Fit of Phrenzy, gives the Nation an Example 
of Enthuſiaſm, which ever ſpreads the more; as it is more diſtant from Moderation and Juſtice. 


AE diſcontented Minds caught the Infection even here, and by the Voice of public Rumour, which ſounded 
like Treaſon, endeavoured to communicate their Diſorder, to others; But wiſer Men ſaw their Deſigns, and 
checked their Progreſs ; Full of that Reſentment which Diſappointment excites, they proceeded with an Appearance 
of Coolneſs and Patriot Love, to repreſent their Caſe to the Image whom they would vainly force the K— to ſet up: 
Happily, Sir, their Attempts, and their Repreſentations have had equal Succeſs: The Corporation of 
London had but one wiſe Diſſenter from its late ſtrange Reſolutions; Dublin can boaſt that it has not 
in its Corporation one Man :ſo extravagant as to Sropoſe ſuch Reſolutions: _ This Kingdom has 
lately received too thatiy Bleffings from your Adminiffration, to be ſo ſoon miſguided by the concealed 
Friends of unexpertenced- Pilots. After being long zoſſed in a Sea of Faction; we ſaw, no later 
than the laſt Seſſion, Unanimity reſtored, and all Parties reconciled by the ſame Means, and upon the ſame 
Principles: We cannot forget the Inſtrument of als Leas Reconciliation; we ſhall not forget the great 
Perſonage who directed it: To your upright Councils we are indebted for all: Virtue indeed is too often 
neglected, too often unſucceſsful ; yet we do not therefore doubt but you, Sir, will ſoon prevail, and reſtore your 
native Country, to that Tranquility, which at preſent we'joy, who glide thro' Life with the comfortable Reflec- 
tion of never Eroming the Wilkes nor even interfering in the Purpoſes of our Governors. However wildly, Sir, that 
Enthufiaſt may wü, be "i is Letter tö the Ke, Yeſterday, declares that he ſpeaks the Sentiments 
of all h Countrymen who are not governed by Intereſt of miſled by Faction, permit me to aſſure you that his 
Aſſertion was groundleſs, and that he was only hunting forza Party, when he triumphed in having the ron. 
This City, fo well known for it's 1 and candid Approbation of thoſe Miniſters, who follow long- eſtabli 
Plans, inſtead of new Inventions, is devoted: both to your Meaſures and to your Friends; it is our Pleaſure to hope 
for, and will be our Happineſs to receive a Viceroy whom you have approved, One, who like the laſt Peace- maker 
and Saviour of this Kingdom, will unite Men for the Publick Quiet, and inſtead of promoting Conteſts and Diviſions 
for Stra, will by ſuperior Wiſdom remove at once both the Effect and the Cauſe of Diſſention. 
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
